Status of the Claims 
Claims 1-30 stand rejected under 35 (JSC §1 03(a). 
Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Prior Duplicate Claim Objections. 
The Prior duplicate claim objections are withdrawn. The present Examiner finds 
the that subtle differences between a power button event and wake event, while both 
disclosed in the prior art, are sufficient to overcome the objection. It is noted that 
Applicant did not attempt to defend against this rejection. 

Rejections under 35 USC §112, first paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has amended to the claims to 
define "negated" and remove "ignored" from the specification in an attempt to overcome

the prior art. A suitable definition of "negated" was provided by Applicant In the 
application as filed and used by the prior Examiner In the application of prior art. 
Applicant has blatantly committed "addition by deletion" and removed the "ignored" 
terminology from the written disclosure, and added new matter by incorporating a more 
favorable interpretation of the claims Into the specification. The specification is also 
objected to as incorporating new matter, not presented at filing. 



Rejections under 35 USC §1 03(a) 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Westerinen (United States Patent Application Publication US 2004/0088589) and 
Cooper et al (United States Patent No. 5,838,982). See the Previous Official Action of 
April 7*^, 2006. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

While the Examiner lacks ability to simply modify the disclosure to support the 
specious arguments presented, an attempt will be made to counter the Applicant's 
Arguments In good faith. 
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First. Applicant argues that Westerinen discloses a signal indicating that AC 
absence and the battery has sufficient power to the system. The Applicant argues this 
beyond the scope of the claimed invention. At no point has Applicant disclaimed the 
ability to carry other system information on the state signal. AS such the signal of 
Westerinen is permissible prior art. 

Second, Applicant argues Cooper fails to teach AC power loss. Applicant admits 
there is an AC adapter. Applicant then jumps tot eh conclusion that the supply of power 
for the computer is DC, which is partially true. The AC adapter takes AC wall current 
and transforms it into the DC power needed to mn computer systems. Cooper even 
describes the insertion/removal of AC power to the system as one of the driving forces 
for his invention. As such Cooper is in fact either by monitoring the AC power directly, 
or the DC power generated from the AC power, the power status of the AC power 
supply. This is a simple electronic, easily understood by those in the art. 

Third, Applicant has decided to change the specification to remove any reference 
to ignoring. The Examiner maintains this is simply impermissible under 35 USC §112, 
1®* paragraph. There is no support for the arguments concerning Applicant's now 
specialized version of the word "negated".
